The  Center  in  Santa  Barbara  and  Pacem  In  Terris 

The  Center  for  the  Study  of  Democratic  Institutions  has  long  nnaintained  a 
friendship  with  Pacifica  Foundation.  On  alternate  Monday  evenings,  KPFK  broad- 
casts a  continuing  series  of  programs  "From  the  Center."  In  our  December  7  to 
20,  1964,  Folio,  we  featured  rebroadcasts  of  some  of  the  best  of  the  "From  the 
Center"  programs.  Hallock  Hoffman,  now  President  of  Pacifica  Foundation,  has 
been  a  staff  member  at  the  Center  for  several  years. 

The  Center  describes  its  purpose  as  being  "to  clarify  the  issues  of  the  free 
society  so  that  a  reasonable  debate  can  take  place,  and  then  to  promote  the  debate. 
The  Center  does  not  suppose  that  it  can  solve  the  problems  that  confront  Western 
civilization.  It  can  do  something,  however,  to  identify  these  problems,  to  indicate 
possible  approaches  to  their  solution,  and  to  suggest  the  consequences  of  one  or 
another  approach.  The  Center  is  an  educational  organization,  not  an  action  group. 
If  action  should  result  from  clarification  of  the  problems,  it  will  come  from  the 
concerned  publics  that  the  Center  is  chartered  to  serve." 

It  is  in  keeping  with  this  purpose  that  the  Center  is  sponsoring  a  major  Inter- 
national Convocation  on  "Pacem  In  Terris"  in  New  York  City  on  February  18  to 
20.  The  participants  in  this  Convocation  include:  Adiai  Stevenson,  Hubert  Hum- 
phrey, U  Thant,  Earl  Warren,  Alex  Quaison-Sackey,  J.  William  Fulbright,  Barbara 
Ward,  Abba  Eban,  Dr.  Arnold  Toynbee,  Dr.  Paul  Tillich.  The  entire  Convocation 
will  be  recorded.  Our  sister  station  WBAI  in  New  York  will  prepare  three  two- 
hour  excerpts  from  the  Convocation  which  we  plan  to  broadcast  at  10:30  a.m. 
on  February  24,  25,  and  26.  The  Center  plans  to  prepare  a  series  of  radio  pro- 
grams from  the  Convocation  tapes  which  KPFK  will  present  at  some  future  time. 
We  will  also  broadcast  a  reading  from  the  "Pacem  In  Terris"  Encyclical  of  the  late 
Pope  John  XXIII  on  February  17  at  8:00  p.m.,  and  a  discussion  of  the  Encyclical 
on  February  19  at  8:00  p.m

interviews  with  Center  staff  members,  under  the  title  "Slightly  Autobiographical." 
These  interviews  will  be  broadcast  at  10:30  a.m.  February  15  through  19,  and 
February  22  and  23.
